Washington, D. C.—John J. Persh- 


ing ends his 42 years of active service 
In the army at noon Saturday with a 
last signal honor paid him in the is- 
suance of an executive announcement 
by President Coolidga expressing the 
nation's indebtedness for the service 
which won him 
leadership of 
the 


American forces'in the World war. 


Only in the rare instances of his- 


tory in which a retiring officer 
has 


reached the highest rank has there 
been precedent for the honor con- 
ferred upon General Pershing in the 
executive order in which the president 
Saturday extended to him "anew the 
thanks of the nation for his eminent 
•en-ices." The president added that 
&• felt "certain that I voice the senti- 
•Mnt of the entire citizenry of the 
republic in wishing him long life, hap- 
lto*s and prosperity in the 
retire- 
•Hnt he has so richly earned." 


Citing General Pershing's arrival at 


the automatic retirement age of 64 
years, the executive order, after re- 
minding the country of its "obligation 
to one whose accomplishments con- 
tributed so largely to the defense of 
the world's liberties." reviewed his 
long: career of military service. 


The text of the order, which will be 


read to the army Saturday as a gen- 
eral order follows In part: 


"General John J. Pershing. general 


of the armies, having this day reached 
the age of 64 years, is retired from ac. 
tive service In conformity with a re- 
quirement of 'an. act of congress ap- 
proved.

IN MANY CAMPAIGNS 


"Entering the army as a commis- 


sioned officer after graduation at the 
TJnlted States military 
academy in 


1886,, he endured the hardships of the 
Indian campaigns then necessary for 
the pacification of the western fron- 
tier. In the war with Spain he parti- 
cipated In the Santiago campaign in 
Cuba. In the Philippine islands after 
their acquisition by the United States, 
It fell to his lot to assist in tho sup- 
pression of the native insurrection and 
his remarkable success in bringing 
•under control some of the most tur- 
bulent tribes is a matter of history. 


"Becoming a general officer in 1906. 


he was intrusted with many important 
commands and when the 
unsettled, 


conditions on the border of Mexico in 
1916 made it necessary to send mili- 
tary expedition Into that country, he 
was selected for its command. In ex- 
ercising this command, as well as in 
the- others that had fallen to him. he 
demonstrated his capacity 
for 
the 


highest military functions and his se 
lection as tho 
commander of 
the 


American Expeditionary Forces in the 
World war was a natural consequence 


"His conduct of that high commam 


fully Justified the selection as well as 
his election to the highest rank in our 
military service which was conferred 
upon him

"General Pershing has already re 


ceived from congress the thanks of 
that body and of the American people 
and now I extend to him anew the 
thanks of the nation for his eminent 
services and feel certain that I voice 
the sentiment of the entire, citizenn 
Of tho republic in wishing him long 
life, happiness and prosperity in tho 
retirement he has so richly earned. 


"Tho retiring general of the armies

Snails Forecast 


Weather Well 


(W. R: Reinicki In Science and In- 
vention.) 


Snails are extraordinary indicators 


of changes In the weather, and ob- 
servers of natural 
phenomena give 


some interesting accounts of weath- 
er-wise snails. They do not drink, 
but imbibe moisture in their bodies 


during the rain, and exude It at reg- 
ular Intervals afterward. 


A certain snail first exudes the pure 


liquid: when this is exhausted, a light 
red succeeds, then a deep red. next 
yellow and lastly a dark brown. The 
snail is very careful 'not to exude 
more of Its moisture than is neces- 
sary. 
The snail is never seen abroad ex- 


cept before rain. At that time it is 
found ascending the bark of trees and 
getting on the leaves. The tree snail 
is also seen ascending the stems of 
plants two days before rain: if It be a 
long and hard rain they get on the 
sheltered side of the leaf, if a short 
rain on the outside of the leaf. An- 
other snail has the same habit, but 
differs only In its color: before rain 
It is yellow, and after it. blue. 


Other snails show signs of rain, 


not only by means of exuding fluids, 
b-t by means of pores arid protuber- 
ances: and the bodies of some snails 
have large tubercles rising from them 
before rain. These tubercles commence 
showing themselves 10 days previous 
to the fall of rain they indicate: at 
the end of these tubercles is a pore, 
and at the time of the rain these 
tubercles, with their pores opened, arc 
stretched to their most to receive 
the water. In another kind of snail 
a few days before rain a large ana 
deep indentation, beginning at 
the 


head between the horns and ending 
with the jointure at the shell, appears 


A few days before rain some varie 


ties of snails crawl to the most ex 
posed hillside, where. If they arriv 
before the rain descends, they seek 
some crevices in the rocks and then 
close the aperture of the sriell wit'.i 
some glutinous substance: this, when 
the rain approaches, they dissolve 
and are then seen crawling about.

To sterilize, stand the filled bottles in a kettle over the flr» 


and let the water boll about them for an hour and a half. After 
bolfihs. the bottles should be cooled as rapidlv as pos<s'ble and then 
chilled by standing them in a pail of cracked ice 
They may then 


be packed In a small portable refrigerator. Many types of these 
have been revised and may be purchased, but a simple ice box may 
be made at home as follows: 


Use two covered tin pails, one inch or two smaller than the 


F'il the space 
between the two with sawdust, put the bottles \vlth orarke^ Ice 
In the Inner pull; cover both tightly, and make a canvas or flannel 
cover for the whole.

abovo the sea. under the proposed plan, 
would cease to be garrisoned by troops 
but would be retained as a convales- 
cent hospital. Fort Santiago, situated 
within the old Walled City, is now de- 
partment headquarters and in event or 
its abandonment by the United States 
would probably be turned over to the 
Philippine 
coustabulary 
as 
head- 


quarters. 


The Fort McKinley reservation is 


composed of more than 2,000 acres 
about five miles from Manila on an 
elevation 100 feet above the sea. On 
Corregidor Island are the- fortifications 
v.-hlch guard the entrance to Manila 
Bay.

The demand 
for carded wool for 


quilts and comforters is increasing 
each year, according to J. B. Court- 
ney of the Custom Woolen Mills. His 
statement Is borne out by the amount 
of finished product piled up In his 
plant waiting to be shipped. The wool 
is sent to the mills mostly by farmers 
who raise It themselves and it comes 
from a radius of nearly 200 miles. 
The firm has a large patronage among 
the farmers and 
sheep raisers of 


Northern Wisconsin 
and Michigan, 


who ship the wool by parcels post. 
Large quantities of wool are brought 
also to the mills in automobiles and 
where It comes from a distance the 
company makes it a practice, so far 
as possible, to card it while the own- 
ers wait. 


When Mr. Courtney took over the 


plant nearly quarter of a century ago 
his patronage was confined to peer"; 
residing 
in Appleton and the sur- 


rounding country. His efficient work 
did its own advertising and it was not 
long before he was receiving wool 
from all over the county and then 
from neighboring counties until now 
during a certain portion of the year 
he has more than he can handle. The 
increase in the price of wool was a 
factor in the rapid Increase of Busi- 
ness. Warm quilts, comforters and 
socks could be made at home much 
cheaper than they could be purchased 
at stores particularly where the farm- 
ers raised the wool and housewives 
made a practice of having their wool 
carded and yarn spun at the custom 
mills. . 


Tears ago wool in the grease, or as 


it -was shipped, sold at IS to 20 cents a 
pound. Scoured it brought GO cents. 
Wool in the grease is worth now 40 
to 50 cents a pound and scoured is 
quoted at $1.00 to $1.25. Besides do- 
ing custom carding and spinning the 
company has yarns and quilting wools 
for sale. Mr. Courtney conducted the 
business under his own name until a. 
year, ago when he took into partner- 
ship with him his sons Giles and Dani- 
el and daughter Mae Courtney.

Babson Park. Mas*.—Since the re- 


ceivership of Wilson & Co.. the great 
packers of Chicago. Roger W. Bab- 
son has been making a study of tne 
packing house situation with special 
reference to the cattle business. An 
exclusive summary of his report rof- 
lows: 
"It has benerally been known tnat 


the cattle raisers of the country have 
suffered severe losses during the past 
few years, but few realize the extent 
to which the business has been llqut- 
dated." says the statistician. "Briefly, 
the situation is that before the war. 
in 1914. cattle were selling a around 
$9.00 per cwt.'on the hoof in Chicago. 
The price went up to S17.30 in August 
1919. 
By December 1921 it had de- 


cined to a low of 56.40. The present 
price is approximately $9.50 per ewe. 
Live beef is selling in Chicago 
at 


about prewar prices. All costs in the 
industry meantime are of course on 
the post-war scale. Considering that 
there are as many, or more cattle in 
the country today than ever before 
this means a loss of hundreds of m:i- 
lions of dollars, which has been ab- 
sorbed all the way down the line from 
the ranchmen on the prairies of the 
great west to the grocers who sell 
the canned beef. Everyone connected 
with the industry has suffered almost 
continual losses since August 
1919. 


The result of this has been that tuts 
country is dotted with failures here 
and there starting with the farmers 
and the ranchmen 
and 
running 


through to the great packers of Chi- 
cago. 
Other great industries, such 


as copper, leather and oils are in the 
process of liquidation and readjust- 
ment: but none of them have suffered 
so severely as has the catttle business. 


HE'S OPTIMISTIC 
"This very fact, however, makes me 


optimistic rather than pessimistic on 
the cattle industry at the present time. 
The failure of Wilson & Co., may fce 
the storm before the clearing. It Is a»- 
ways darkest just before dawn and a 
general cleaning up seems to be in- 
evitable before an Industry again be- 
gains on the upward trend. The liqui- 
dation In the cattle industry has been 
very drastic. Farmers, cattlemen, anu 
packers have taken tremendous losses. 
Ranches in the west which sold for 
$100,000 ten years ago can now be 
bought for one-half or one-third this 
sum. 
In some state like "Wyoming, 


the cattle industry Is becoming al- 
most extinct. 
The 
ranchmen 
are 


gradually closing out business 
ana 


shipping their last cattle. These very 
facts, however, lead me to believe that 
the liquidation Is about complete and 
that conditions should soon improve. 
Surely when a man is flat on his back 
there is" only one way he can looic: 
namely upward. The cattle industry 
is certainly on Its back at the present 
time. 
"Personally I am more hopeful on 


the price of beef- for the long pull 
than I am on the price of some other 
products. 
As people become more 


prosperous they eat more beef, that 
is, the consumption of beef increases 
even where the population 
remains 


constant. This Is not so in the case of 
wheat, for instance. 
A 
well-to-do 


amily does not eat any more -wheat 
nan a poor family, and probably not 


as much. On the other hand, a vrell- 
o-do family does spend more on beef 
han a poor family. 
Of course, the 


eef industry has been severely hit 
y the automobile. Many people who 
have bought automobiles during the 
oast few years have found It neces- 
ary to economize on something in 
order to pay up their notes on the 
lutomobile and buy gasoline, oil, and 
tires. 
Ono of the few things they 


could economize on was beef. They 
found it not essential to existence ana 
that they could got on with less than 
they formerly purchased. 
However 


as the country sets adjusted to eaci 
family having an automobile the de- 
mand" for beef will again 
increase. 


People have always oaten beef and 
always will. 
"Without doubt over a 


long period of years the per capita 
consumption Is bound to Increase. I 
am optimistic on the beef industry tor 
the long pull." 


NOT REACHING RETAILER 


"Why has not this decline In the 


price of cattle 'been reflected more in 
the retail price of meat products?" 
Mr. Babaon was asked. To which 
question ho frankly replied. "I don't 
know." Continuing he said: 


"Statistics clearly Indicate that the 


consumer has not yet received the 
benefit of the decline of cattle on the 
hoof. Why, I don't know. 
If 
the 


packers were making big money now 


we would know that they were bene- 
fiting in this decline In the price of 
cattle. As above stated, however, no 
one is making money and the price to 
the consumer is still fairly high. Thss 
must mean that there Is some weak- 
ness In the system 
of distribution. 


It may be that the railroads, or the 
trucks, or the real estate interests, or 
some other group are clogging the 
route of beef from the hoof to the 
home. The department of agriculture 
at Washington Is making some stud- 
ies of this situation, and those who 
are interested should write Secretary 
Wallace for the results of these sur- 
veys. Without doubt the price of meat 
products should be lower to the con- 
sumer, but how to bring this about 
with everyone losing money Is a dif- 
ficult problem. Important 
interests 


are now at work endeavoring to untie 
the knot. It is very possible that it 
may have to be cut with a knife. This 
thought may have been in the mind
